No.  38,  Revised,  effective  Sopten.her  1,  lj37  5  provide  that  no 
plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  huds  ,  fruits,  seeds,  or  other 
plant  parts  capable  of  propa,:^atinn ,  of  the  genera  Berberis  ,  Mahonia, 
or  Mahoberheris  ,  "shall  be  moved  or  allo^'ed  to  be  moved  interstate 
from  any  State  of  the  comsinental  United  States  or  fr.:m  the  District 
of  Columbia  into  any  3i  the  T>rotected  States,  namely,  Colorado, 
Illinois,  Indiaiia. ,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  iTc- 
braska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Vir,?^inia, 
West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  nor  from  any  one  of  raid  pro- 
tected States  into  any  other  protected  State,  unless  a  porrtiit  shall 
have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, except  that  no  restrictions  are  x-jl^-ced  by  these  regulations 
on  the  interstate  movement  either  of  Japanese  barberry  (Beroeris 
thunbergii)  or  any  cf  its  rust-resistant  varieties,  or  of  cixttings 
(v/ithout  roots)  of  Mahonia  giiipped  for  decorative  purposes  and  not 
for  propagation."   (See  Reg.  2-a.) 

The  protected  State?  roferrod  to  bolov'  u:ider  group  B  are  the 
seventeen  barberry  eradication  States  named  in  Regulation  2-a,  quoted 
above.  Barberry  and  Mclionia  plants  other  than  those  listed  in  groups 
A  and  B  may  not  be  shipped  interstate  into  any  of  the  protected  States.
